with certainty; but when both m ust be 
contended with at the same time, the 
situation becomes very difficult 
and 
expensive. 
Cost 
Be $7 7 5,000 
“We do not believe it is possible, 
within the limits of reasonable expen­ 
diture, to buiid and maintain a perma­ 
nent. road in this location. In our opin­ 
ion, at least $17 3,000 will be required 
for this construction 
with 
possible 
heavy expenditures after floods. It is 
estimated that it will require at least 
twelve m onths of continuous work to 
complete this construction. This is for 
work along the river and slide only, 
and does not include the road work. 
This estim ate is preliminary only, and 
is based on such information as could 
be g athered from surveys, etc. 
No 
boring s have been made nor test pits 
dug other than boring s made during 
the construction of the wall. It is, of 
course, possible to keep a road open 
much of the time along this location 
by expending say $125,000 now at Sul­ 
phur Slide, along the wall, and at the 
sandstone hill; and repairing damag e 
done by the river along unprotected 
stretches during the floods, but we 
cannot advise such a course.'"' 
The Slope Road 
“SLOPE ROAD: 
As now 
located 
this road leaves the River Road about 
3,000 feet east of Sulphur Slide a nd! 
follows along the slope of the hig h j 
hills to the South of Santa Ana Rivet | 
descending to lire River Road some 
distance west of the slide. 
Its leng th i 
is 11.356 feet, the maximum g rade 6 1 
per cent and the total climb above thej 
River road at the east end is 27 5 feet.1 
“As located this road has an objec-j 
tionable turn in the alig nment around! 
the top of Sandstone point and from' 
there to a point west of Sulphur Slide, | 
it is located along steep slopes on t h e 1» 
north side of the hills; part of the way x 


directly above Sulphur Slide. The 
ob­ 


jectionable alig nment can be corrected 
by a relocation but there is no way to 
avoid the steep slopes. 
Just above 
Sulphur Slide the g rade side slopes 
of the roadway will, for a distance of 
about 300 feet, extend up these hill 
sides for at least an averag e of 150 
feet above the road. With these slopes 
above the road and with Sulphur Slide 
below the conditions are not the best 
for permanency. 
The 
movement of 
the slide may, probably can, be larg e­ 
ly checked by drainag e, but there is 
liable to be some slipping for years to 
come. 
“This road can be relocated with a 
sum m it elevation about 50 feet below 
the present one and with slig htly re­ 
duced g rade rpart of the way.

“In June, 19 16 , bids were received by 
your honorable body, for the g rading 
of this road as orig inally located.

"While it is possible to build a road 
on this route and at a not unreason­ 
ably hig h fig ure, there will always be 
some dang er of slides and obstructions 
to traffic. 
The distinct advantag es of 1 
the relocation of the slope route are: 1 
the lessened climb—8 0 feet, and a sub-j 
stantial reduction of the 6 per cent 
g rade west of the slide. This line will

also connect with the end of the pres­ 
ent pavement.

! 
“ RIDGE ROAl): This road as located, 
branches off the River road at the 
same point as (he Slope road, and 
joifis the Itiver road ag ain west of Sul­ 
phur Slide. 
Its total leng th is 1.2,876 
feet, maximum g rade is 6 per cent 
north of the summit and 
the 
total 
climb above the River road at the east 
end is 305 feet, all 6 per cent g rade. 
A preliminary profile has been run 
and it appears that g ood alig nment 
can be obtained and the road g raded 
for approximately $6 0,000, the g rade 
still remaining 6 per cent north of tliej 
summit for 5,000 feet. 
“As relocated, this road branches off 
the River road about 500 feet east of 
the end of the pavement and at once 
beg ins the climb over the ridg e. Much 
of the line between the river and the 
sum m it cut will require relocation, i 
The 75 foot till on the orig inal loca­ 
tion will be reduced to about 45 feet 
by swing ing the lire up the canyon 
and hence not as much borrow 
w ill he 
necessary. 
The sum m it cut will re­ 
main 40 feet as on the present loca­ 
tion. 
Road Would Be Safe 
“The distinct advantag es of this lo-1 
cation are that the road is entirely; 
safe from the present encroachments 
of the river and the slide. 
It will bei 
built on g ood, solid g round not exces-i 
sively steep and will be as safe and • 
permanent as any road in a hilly or 1 
mountainous reg ion. 
“ All these estimates must be consid­ 
ered approximate, as they are based 
on preliminary surveys. No 
detailed ' 
surveys of any of the routes have been , 
made. 
“We are of the opinion that careful ’ 
surveys should be m ade on both the i 
Ridg e route and the Slope route, and 
that the g round be very thoroug hly 
tested by pits and boring s 
on 
the 
Slope route, above th e 
slide. 
Roth 
these surveys can be made at the 
sam e time and will not delay the work 
of repairing the final plans and speci­ 
fications. 
“If the g round above the slide on 
the slope route is found to be stable, 
a substantial saving m ay he possible.” 
Has Advantag es

CHANGE IN SENTIMENT 


T h e re has been a decided change in the attitude 
of the adm inistration at W ashington toward the war 
profits ta x . 
La st year Sen a to r Johnson o f California 
was one o f the leaders in a fight made by the m inority 
for pu tting such a high ta x on war incom es that 
there would be but little left for the profiteers. 
A t 
that tim e the fight made by Senator Johnson and his 
associates met with ridicule from the adm inistration 
papers in New York. 
T h e fight started at tha t time, however, is now 
on the fa ir road to success. 
T he sentiment expressed 
bv Sen a tor Johnson in his address in the senate has 
grown throughout the country. 
The people are in 
favor o f putting the profiteers out of business or in 
favor o f ta king their profits from them. 
Today the 
adm inistration is endorsing the position taken by 
the radicals last year. 
President W ilson, who passed 
over the situation last year without m aking his posi­ 
tion clea r, has now com e out strongly in favor of 
enacting a new tax law by the congress now in ses­ 
sion. 
In his recent address he said: 
“ W e shall naturally turn, therefore, I suppose, 
to war profits and incom es and luxuries for the ad­ 
ditional ta xes. . . . It the lobbyists hurry to W a sh­ 
ington to attem pt to turn w hat you do in the m atter 
of ta xa tion to their protection or advantage, the light 
will he also upon them. 
T h ere is abundant fuel for 
the light in the records o f the treasury with regard 
to profits o f every sort. 
Profiteering that cannot be 
got at by the restraints o f conscience and love of 
country can be got at by taxation. 
There is such 
profiteering now and the inform ation with regard to 
it is available and indisputable." 
Secreta ry McAdoo in a recent communication 
to the ways and means com m ittee of the House of 
Representatives calls attention to the fact that Great 
Britain has a flat tax rate o f eighty per cent on all 
war profits. 
The United Sta tes has a graduated tax 
with sixty per cent as the maxim um . 
“ T h e government should take back in taxation 
all profits above a reasonable reward," w rote Secre­ 
tary .McAdoo. 
"U nder existin g law that does not 
happen, because the rates a re not high enough and 
cannot be successfully made high enough, since the 
test now is not how much o f the profits are due to 
the war but what relations the profits bear to the 
capital invested. 
\ com pany with a swollen capital 
and huge war profits escapes." 
W ith this attitude of the administration clearly 
expressed, there is every reason to believe that con­ 
gress will put through a new tax law embodying the 
provisions unsuccessfully contended for a year ago. 
Such a move will certainly have the approval of the 
people o f the country. 
T h eir sacrifices have been 
great and they won't long stand for conditions that 
will allow great fortunes to he built upon a founda­ 
tion stained with the blood o f a nation. 
W ha t con­ 
gress should have done la>t year can be done now 
and must be done now. 


NO PRUSIAN PEACE 
. 
CONFERENCE 


D octor Dernburg, whom we had to eject from 
this country because of his insolent propaganda, and 
who later showed unexpected signs of decency and 
sanity, seem s to have come under the spell o f Berlin 
barbarism again. 
W e find him announcing that a fter 
the war, Germ any must have “ commercial and m ari­ 
time liberty and a concentration of raw m aterials 
for the purpose of supplying the world." 
W ha t this means we do not profess to under­ 
stand. 
W e do not know how Germany, or any other 
nation, could make use o f any more “ com m ercial 
and m aritim e liberty” than Germany had before she 
tried to take away other nations’ com mercial and 
maritime liberty. 
She had all the “concentration o f 
raw m a teria ls," too. that could be got or controlled 
honestly. 
None of these things will Germ any Ipse 
after the war. if she kicks her imperial crim inals 
from pow er. 
T h is, however, may be too much to expect. The 
ensuing words from Dr. Dernburg*s pen contain the 
crux o f the m atter, and tip off the whole Prussian 
ga m e: 
“ At the peace conference we must not only 
demand these advantages, but command them by 
force if necessary." 
N eedless to say. there will lie no peace con­ 
ference as long a*- Germ an spokesmen talk in that 
vein.

Los Angeles Attorney Talks 
at Luncheon on War 
Savings Stamps 


“ If the Kaiser could read and 


understand the 
spirit

Am erican people at this time, his 
heart would sicken 
and shrivel

attorney

the weekly luncheon of business 
men at James. 
Lu ter is a mem­ 
ber of the speakers bureau of the 
W a r Savings 
Stam p 
Committee 
of Los Angeles, and his address 
w as on the war stamp campaign. 
“ Eighty million men have been tak­ 


en from the world's productive occu­ 
p a t i o n s . and we must all sacrifice to 
provide food and clothing for our boys 
and our allies,” said the speaker in 
his opening remarks. 
“ It is going to 
be a long hard war. 
President Wilson 
is asking everyone to support 
the 
government in its war financing—but 
your money will do no good unless 
you sacrifice. 
"In the coming W a r Stamp drive in 
this city, if you feel that you can at 
the present pledge yourself to buy $10 
per month for the 
balance 
of 
the 
year, add five dollars for each month 
and then make a little 
sacrifice 
by 
cutting out some of your 
pleasures, 
your luxuries. 
“ The father who is giving his chil­ 
dren money with which to buy stamps 
is not released from his personal ob­ 
ligation to buy. 
If papa is giving the 
child the money he is doing himself 
and his child injustice— he 
is 
not 
meeting the purpose of the war stamp 
idea. 
The issue was put out for the 
purnose of inducing thrift, inducing 
people to save their money and loan 
it to 
the 
government.

ehi'd 
should be taught to place a portion 
of its earnings, a portion of the mon­

ously guarding his untouched reserve 
divisions. 
it is positively known the German 
high command ¡dans repeated attacks 
between the North Sea and the Cham­ 
pagne region, to kill off or wear out 
the Allied reserves. 
In the meantime the Germans seek 
to advance their lines toward Paris, 
along the Marne and the Oise, until 
they are convinced the 
Allied 
re­ 
serves 
are 
completely 
exhausted. 
Then they will throw in their final 
absolutely fresh divisions for 
a 
de­ 
cisive battle before Paris. 
The Allied reserves are being nurs­ 
ed along in a masterful manner, yet, 
owing to the present numerical supe­ 
riority of the Germans, nothing hut 
continued arrival of Americans 
can 
give the Allied nations the advantage 
in man power when the enetny plays 
its final trump. 
This card is likely 
to lie thrown down within the next 
two months. 
It is now established that the sec­ 
ond German shock divisions ordered

This division, originally engag­ 
ed May 2S on the Chentin des Dames, 
stiffered such losses in capturing Cal-

The 28th, however, was ordered to 
push southward as fast as possible. 
Arriving at Jaulgonne, it encounter­ 
ed casualties that brought its losses 
of effectives up ter 25 per cent. 
When finally ordered to the rear 
for repose, its companies were reduc- , 
ed to an average of sixty men. 
Yet on June 7 this division, togeth­ 
er with the Fifth Prussian guard, was 
sent l ack into the line to relieve the 
.a7th and 227th divisions, which were

before

American onslaughts in the region of 
Neuilly-la-Poterie. 
The 197th was completely “ hors da 
combat” while the'237th lost from 25 
to 50 per cent of i's effectives.

of June 9-10.
